vested in E.vchequer bills, had accumulated 
interest to the Amount uf X326 28 8d, iniil<- 
ing a total of £626 2s 8d, available for (lis- 
tribnlion among the creditors. A dividend 
meeting was appointed for the IGlh nil,, at 
which the creditors or their representatives, 
■who have hitherto received nothing from 
the estate will, after the lengthened period 
which has elapscil since the bankrupii^y, 
obtain an unexpected dividend. Mr. Mil- 
ler has also succeeded in recovering £173 
18s 6d, from the same quarter for the joiiil 
estate. M,-. Commissioner Hill, in passing 
the audit, said the courts of bankruptcy were 
not after all so usele.is as they were ima- 
gined to be in some (quarters, as in tliih 
instance, owing to the good fortune, or rii- 
tlicr he should say.to the. zeal of the official 
assignees, the creditors in this estate would 
receive a dividend after a lapse of nearly 
half a century from the time of the b.iiik- 
ruptcy. — London Times, March 5th.

And wbiUt \vu admire his 
fertility of invention to obstruct public busi- 
ness by sinldeiily ilupartiiig for his other gov- 
eniiiiunl, that ''^bleal; ai.d desolate region" 
where =.he old song Jean b e appropriately 
sung :

My light there is none tu djopute, 

From tlie oeritre nil around'to thosoa- -i- 
- I nm lord ot the Man and the brute.'" '> 

Y?( we oaiuiot.bul briiig to publi^ notice 
the injury bis intentional absence' Tiiflicts 
on the country.. Were it an absence for- 
ever, we would cordially concnr with the 
departure, i.o matter how sudilen. That that 
tirno oven is not far distant we are ^^ell as- 
.siued Till it arrives, however wo will 
tr.ierale iho unpopular jiersonnge, and for 
the present, wilhoul ad vurling parlicnia'-iv 
to llio nuiiicrous ci use.s iliat slionhi rtnder 
his absence perpetual, we will show cause 
why he suddenly afflicts this Colony by 
inflicting his presence n another. 

Public affairs there are certainly in a 
wretched condition owing to mis-govern- 
ment. Public affairs here, howey.er, are 
even worse. The disease that has' so lotig 
attacked the vitals of our body politic has 
become olironio. An attempt has lately 
beer; made lo purye the sy.^lem ; to e.vcile 
the secretions lo throw off the poi.-ionons 
mutter that has elTectually clog:;ed the cir- 
culation, respiration and nrliculation. Full 
confidence has been placed in the efiicacv 
of the medicine prescribed by the facully 
of Reformers to reach the seal of the dis- 
ease itself, and thus restore the recuperative 
powers of the constitution to their proper 
offices, creating a more vigorous public 
pulse, and producing a healthy tone in the 
entire system. But, unfortunately for the 
body politic, its month has bnpn soizuJ 
with lockjaw, or. what is the same thine, 
disconnected itself from the body by goiiii< 
lo British Columbia, to obviate lakini; any 
Tiifiro medicine. By these means it i.s 
hoped that the Assembly or public stomach 
will be effectually deprived of the reform 
mijiliciiie, dispatches, curre.spondenec, and 
a plain statement of tl:.e public accounts, 
and be forced tu linger on with sucli criide 
specifica as quack doctors of laws and 
meditiine would wish to be thought cure- 
alls, till that bitter pill the Estimates are 
digested to their satisfaction. 

In simple language, the Governor ')•; nb.sent 
t.) Hvnid, n.moiig other thin;:;!*, giving lo the 
House inforinatiOii of the st.ile of the colony 
at the very time it is most wanted. No doubt

All the 
pterogalives with which the governor is 
clothed, necessarily devolve on the Admins- 
iratorr If he were not id maice an Admin- 
istrator, there would he an interregnum of 
authority) in fact, nu authority during his 
absence. The colonial parliament itself 
would iftsu facto cease to be. The Assembly 
could -lot le^i»l.\l', constitutionally. It 
wuiild ho .->l;oni (vi i'.ulliorily, iind bo nothing 
.nori; thai; a provisiunal body, or not even 
tli.it vviihoi.' the samMion of the people. 
U'e lak j It or granted that mi Admini.ilralor 
h;!" bv'.M, a| pointed. If there has not, lioeii 
one appoiiiti p1, a grave dereliciioti uf duty 
reetc with, His Excellency. The usual 
ousiom for {jcrarnors when they leave their 
government is to announce publioiy who is 
uppoiriled Aditjinistrator. The people have 
a righ t lo knciw their rulers, and their repre- 
sentati'iBS sHbtild take occasion to inform 
them oil whi iii ("lov. Douglas'' mantle has fal- 
len, i'iiv c.jfccase oefarred here where both 
Goverrif. a;".i Adiuiiii-^trator left the colony. 
If .sr.ch were the ca.so now, the evil.i of a 
Lad adi'il' !.s;raiiiin would reach the culmi- 
natiti^' i.'i)iii^ l^ut if an Adiriiriisli-ator ha.«.
